Gregorian Calendar 


: V- ' Sets Leader Straight 
On Inaccuracy in' Issue / 
Of DecemberYhe 29th 

Editor, The Leader, 

Sir:. ; 

Your newspaper, should be con¬ 
gratulated on your inclusion of a 
> reference to the Calendar in your 
issue of Dec; 29. 

However, tne story contains a 
serious error and as numbers of our 
people —.especially the children — 
• ■ may consider the record you give as 
accurate, I deem it ‘desirable to 
bring the matter to your attention. 

You speak of the "Gregorian Cal¬ 
endar”, being-devised and presented 
to the world in 1852, and you leave 
- readers to infer that the Ancient 
Egyptians had but one type of year. 
Those,-statements are not so. And 
a" short survey of Slr~J.Gardner 
Wilkinson’S; "Manners- and Customs 
of the Ancient Egyptians” (Dr. 
Samuel Birch’s Edition) will prove 
this. 

To begin with. Pope Gregory XIII 
did not “invent” our calendar, nor 
was his variation to what we now 
call “New Style” as you give it. It 
was in fafit m odif ied in the year 
1582 AD—almost three “centuries be¬ 
fore you say, and was adopted in 
England- in 1752, though the Copts 
and Greeks Continued with the old 
style; indeed the Greeks retained 
the old-style till the year 1923. 

Anyone reading your account 
would be apt to conclude that the 
Egyptians merely had a year of 365

days. That, it is true, was„ the 
Egyptian civil solar year, as you 
have it. And that civil year was 
used by them for the common 
epochas and calculations of the 
people, as used for the dates of their 
, kings, .ages of men* and so forth. 

However,; that’ empioyed-by— the 
priests for astronomical purposes 
. .was calculated from'—the helical 
.rising of the "Dog-star.” So, this 
to that of the ensuing year and 
consisted of 365 >4 days. By. this is 
meant that every fourth . year a 
year. was. intercalated, making it 
366 days. That same plan was car¬ 
ried over with slight variations to 
Roman times and hence ' came the 
Julian calendar (named for Julius 
Caesar). Indeed, the intercalated 
year was afterwards, adopted by the 
; Christian Copts in Egypt. 

Perhaps the outstanding feature 
of the Julian-Calendar was that the 
five days beyond the 360-ifor the 
civil year was that the five days of 
what were holidays were added to 
the'months of January, March. May 
July, September and November 
.whlch_gav{i_thenL31tlay5eiich^.The. 
sixth day was taken from February. 
But in 28 , B.C., the calendar was 
modified by Augustus who gave his 
month of August, 31 days also. He 
reduced February to 28 days, and 
took September’s extra day to Octo¬ 
ber and November’s extra day to 
December. 

It was however the fractions 
-which—upset—Yhe. accuracy of the 
calendar and which caused a fur¬ 
ther modification} of the Julian 
Calendar to be siyled anew. The 
reason is that the trutj solar year 
contains a slight fraction less than 
265 days, so that by 1582 the cal¬ 
endar year was about ten days 
ahead of the solar year, and as a 
consequence Is was ordained for 
Roman Catholics that October the 
5, 1582, Old Style, should, be denom¬ 
inated the 15, New Style. Moreover, 
so as to avoid future error, as far as 
convenient, evefy centesimal year| 
<namely 1600, 1700, 1800 etc.) should; 
be a leap year only when divisible 
by 400 exactly; while other years 
ore leap-years when exactly divis¬ 
ible by four. It was for this reason 
that the year 1900 was NOT a leap- 
year. 

Ten years prior to the Gregory 
Thirteenth reformation of the Cal¬ 
endar, he had celebrated the mass¬ 
acre 0 / Saint Bartholomew’s Day 
with a "Te Deum.” This was the 
awful slaughter of several thou¬ 
sands of Christian Huguenots dur¬ 
ing the reign of Charles the IX. 
It is undoubtedly one of the most 
revolting chapters in the history of 
those who confess and call them¬ 
selves Christians. 

If I have in any way helped to 
correct the inaccuracy of your 
splendid topic, it will be time well 
spent.
